ACADEMIC BOOK CLUB 
OF CANADA ATTEMPTS 
BOOK TOKEN SCHEME 

U.S. booksellers have recently been 
mailed a piece from Academic Book 
Club, a Canadian mail order firm in 
Kingston, Ontario, with a U„S„ office 
in Spokane, Washington, promoting a 
Book Token plan which superficially 
resembles the ABA/NACS Give-A-Book 
Certificate plan, announced at the 
ABA Chicago Convention and subse¬ 
quently postponed until the Spring 
of next year due to legal complications, 

THE ACADEMIC BOOK CLUB PLAN HAS NO 
CONNECTION WITH THE PREVIOUSLY 
ANNOUNCED ABA/NACS PLAN! Please 
don't be confused. 

We called Randall Ware, Executive 
Director of the Canadian Booksellers 
Association, and he sent us the 
following appraisal of the Academic 
Book Club program, which he distri¬ 
buted to his members on October 22: 

"You may have recently received from 
Acadmeic Book Club a mailing adver¬ 
tising their book token plan. It is 
very badly thought out and would prove 
very costly to you. They also fail 
to mention the fact (told me by the 
person running it) that each token 
will carry Academic's address and a 
suggestion that the coupon be redeemed 
through them. Incredible! They are 
asking you to finance their operation 
by paying 90% of the face value of 
every token when you purchase it. 

No book token system anywhere would 
dare attempt to do that. Believe me, 

I have talked to these people and have 
done the mathematics about how their 
plan would work -- it works solely 
at the great expense of each bookseller 
involved. I am wholly in opposition 
to their proposal and advise absolutely 
against participation in it." 

Of course, the views expressed by the 
Canadian Booksellers Association do 
not necessarily reflect the views of 
ABA. Since ABA does not have much 
of the information referred to in the 
CBA statement, we are not, at this 
time, in a position to make such a 
judgement.
